The Seaway 


When Queen Elizabeth II welcomes Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower aboard the royal yacht 
Brita n -^ 
nia at the St. Lambert Lock of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway today, she will act as Queen of Canada. 
For all that she is Elizabeth II. by the grace of 
God, of the United Kingdom of Great Britain, 
and Northern Ireland, and of her other realms 
and territories Queen; Head of the Common­ 
wealth and Defender of the Faith— in the style 
recommended by Debrett’s— she is also the con­ 
stitutional monarch of Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, and South Africa. 
.Although the a ttitude over here seems to 
be that the Queen is making the trip primarily 
to dedicate the St. La wrence Seaway, in Britain 
this ceremony is looked upon as incidenta l to 
the “ Canadian visit,” 
For us of the United States it is significa nt 
that the twu glimpses we shall have had of the 
Queen will have been at international cere­ 
monies, both marking a historic step forward in 
cooperation across the border. 
The past few 
yea rs have been filled with more than their 
share of rows with our neighbors to the North, 
principally over wheat and dollars. But a ccom­ 
modations are being made, and in any event, 
the squabbles, bitter as they occasionally be- 
came, were never serious enough to give rise 
to the slightest doubt of hemispheric solidarity 
on defense or of cooperation in the North Atla n­ 
tic Treaty Organization. 
Indeed, a sort of historical footnote shows 
the U.S.-Canadian friendship in its clearest im ­ 
age. Gunboats are cruising the pea ceful wa ters 
of the Great Lakes for the St. Lawrence cele­ 
bration only because diplomats were able to 
work out a temporary suspension of the Rush- 
Bagol Convention of 18 17, which provided for 
the perpetual disa rma ment of the lakes.

The Queen And 
The Seaway 


When Queen Elizabeth ll welcomes Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower aboard the royal yacht Britan­ 
nia at the St. Lambert Lock of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway today, she will act as Queen of Canada. 
For all that she is Elizabeth II. by the grace of 
God, of the United Kingdom of Great Britain, 
and Northern Ireland, and of her other realms 
and territories Queen: Head of the Common­ 
wealth and Defender of the Faith—in the style 
recommended by Debrett’s— she is also the con­ 
stitutional monarch of Canada," Australia, New 
Zealand, and South Africa. 
Although the attitude over here seems to 
be that the Queen is making the trip primarily 
to dedicate the St. Lawrence Seaway, in Britain 
this ceremony is looked upon as incidental to 
the “ Canadian visit.” 
For us of the United States it is significant 
that the twj glimpses we shall have had of the 
Queen will have been at international cere­ 
monies, both marking a historic step forward in 
cooperation across the border. 
The past few 
years have been filled with more than their 
share of rows with our neighbors to the North, 
principally over wheat and dollars. But accom­ 
modations are being made, and in any event, 
the squabbles, bitter as they occasionally be­ 
came. were never serious enough to give rise 
to the slightest doubt of hemispheric solidarity 
on defense or of cooperation in the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization. 
Indeed, a sort of historical foofnote shows 
the U S .-Canadian friendship in its clearest im­ 
age. Gunboats are cruising the peaceful waters 
of the Great Lakes for the St. Lawrence cele­ 
bration only because diplomats were able to 
work out a temporary suspension of the Rush- 
Bagot Convention of 1817, which provided for 
the perpetual disarmament of the lakes.

Exit A Good Man 


The Strauss controversy is not dead and will not 
rease to he a political issue until after the 1980 elec­ 
tion. It is easy talking for Senators Lyndon Johnson 
and Everett Dirksen to say that they will bury that 
hatchet. 
But they have buried it in the neck of a 
human being 
It may even lead to a Constitutional 
Amendment giving the President the authority to 
choose his own Cabinet without "the advice and con­ 
sent of the Senate ” By a parliamentary trick. Lewis 
L. Strauss was rejected as Secretary of Commerce of 
the United States. It was a soul-searing experience 
and while the vote was 49-46 and the proceedings 
were strictly partisan, nevertheless a human being, 
who has served his country well, has been rejected 
and humiliated. 
For any man, this is a tough deal. It will hurt 
forever 


The question is: Does Lewis L. Straus* de­ 
serve such treatment? 
Is he a thief? 
Has he 
accepted bribes? Has he ever harmed his country? 
Is he a wicked man? 
No one. except possibly Senator Wayne Mnrjve, 
Kus ever questioned Lewis Strauss' integrity and to 
be insulted bv Senator Wayne Morse is not alto­ 
gether an unhappy occurrence. It may even help 
a man in his political relationships. 


What then is Lewis L. Strauss* crime*’ Let me list 
some of the accusations against him 
1. He ut haughty in manner. 
2. He has withheld information concerning atomic 
energy from committees of Congress. 
3. He has followed President Eisenhower'* pro­ 
gram in the Dixon-Yates matter, seeking to save the 
United States from socialistic power programs. 
4. He has refused to consent to Senator (Tinton 
Anderson's program to enter upon a wasteful and cost­ 
ly atomic public power program for which there is 
no necessity in this country. 
5. He has been a hanker. 
6 
He brought about the dismissal of Robert Op- 
pcnheimer from the Atomic Energy Commission after 
Oppenheimer gave testimony to establish that he had 
lied and that he had paid dues to the Communist Party. 
7. He has prevented the shipment of American 
goods to Soviet Russia. 
For these felonies and mLsdemeanors, the Demo­ 
cratic Party in the I nited States Senate opposed his 
confirmation as Secretary of Commerce. 
For these 
reasons, he was humiliated and rejected. 
It is not astonishing that Senator Wayne Morse 
and Senator Clinton Anderson opposed Strauss. It is 
astonishing that Senator Lynden Johnson, a man of 
foresight and political know-how, resorted to a political 
stratagem to force a vote on the Strauss matter when 
several Republicans, who would have voted for Strauss. 
were away from Washington. Some of them rushed 
hack, just in time to vote. All he needed was two 
more votes for a narrow confirmation, On such small 
margins are great issues decided 
Had he been con­ 
firmed in this manner, he would undoubtedly have 
declined to serve as Clare Luce had 
I have known Strauss well for about a quarter of 
a century 
I first met him in the c<tfnpany of Herbert 
Hoover. He had been Hoover's secretary and friend 
since 1917. He had been associated with Hoover in a1! 
his relief enterprises. 
He had thus had a vast ex­ 
perience in administration and in humanitarian en­ 
deavor. When President Truman appointed Lewis 
Strauss to the Atomic Energy Commission, it was be­ 
cause of this experience and because Strauss had 
made himself a master of atomic science and had had 
close relations with the Princeton Group, including 
Albert Einstein 
Also he had set up a foundation in 
honor of his father and mother to provide awards for 
sc lent ISL*. 


Strauss mav ga back to banking or may devote 
himself to public service hut this iv certain.

He vili accept it that when one enters politics, one 
must be prepared for anything.

Why China Wouldn't Welcome Harriman's Visit 


WASHINGTON—Why has the 
government of Red China just 
refused a visa to former New 
York Governor Harriman to en­ 
ter that country as a news cor­ 
respondent’’ Certainly a visit by 
so distinguished 
a 
personality 
would have produced writings 
that would have attracted world­ 
wide attention. The only con­ 
clusion that can he reached is 
that the Communists are afraid 
of the truth. They cannot afford 
to 
have 
widespread 
publicity 
given to their economic failures. 
Authoritative 
information 
on 
the true situation inside Red 
China has been leaking out late­ 
ly. Perhaps the most significant 
report comes from former Sena­ 
tor Alexander H. Smith of New 
Jersey, who recently completed 
a visit to various Asian countries 
as a special consultant to the 
Secretary of (state. He writes in 
a personal report to the State 
Department: 
“ Our stop in Hong Kong en­ 
route

maintain a consulate general in 
Hung Kong with a large wen­ 
trained staff which acts as a 
listening post reflecting the in­ 
ternal Chinese situation.

In recent weeks. Senate ma­ 
jority leader Lyndon B Johnson.
